God will punish this Govern­ 
ment lf it allows the indlau Territory to 
ho invaded. I was much encouraged from 
what I saw among the Indians. I think 
Mr. tichurz’s plan for their management 
is the correct one.

But this disregard which 19 begin 
mug to be shown for their rights is a terri­ 
ble wrong.”

HOAR’S SPEECH. 
Upon taking the chair, Mr Hoar said: 
G e n tlem en 
of t h e Co n v en tio n: I 
thank you for this distinguished mark of 
your confidence in the framers of the Con­ 
stitution. It is expected that a President 
would bo chosen by the electors who were 
to assemble in their respective states, and, 
on consultation with each other, give their 
ballots tor a chief magistrate. In the case 
ot a failure by the the electors, the House 
ot Representatives, acting bv states, were 
to make a choice from the four who had 
received the highest number of votes In 
ihe college, bo far from direct popular 
action, me 
Constitution 
removes the 
choice of the Executive, but the people, 
oy the customs they have established, 
nave ball! *1 the expectations of the fram­ 
ers of tho Constitution. 
The elector of 
to-day is but a scribe. The Constitutions 
of the great political parties designate 
each for whom the people vote, directly 
through their agents—the electors,—and to 
a choice between whom they are practi­ 
cally restricted. The function of the Con­ 
vention, therefore is to name one of the 
two men, from whom the people of the 
United States are to select their President. 
ii it performs its duties wisoly, fearlessly 
and freely, it is to name the man whom 
me people will make their 
president. 
Y'our tenure of office Is brief, but scarcely 
any 
duty 
is 
entrusted 
to 
the 
most 
honored 
citi­ 
zen of the Republic, which in dignity, in 
authority and in far reaching public im­ 
portance equals yours. It is twenty years 
ainee the Republican Convention met in 
ibis city, which after a stormy but friendly 
contest, put in nomination Abraham Lin­ 
coln and Hannibal Hamlin. 
Lincoln ha9 
gone to his rest. His companion on that 
lcket, in a fresh and vigorous age, is pres­ 
ent with U9 to-day to give us counsel from 
me stores of an experience (gathered from 
a l.fe of honorable public service. Lincoln 
USS gone to his rest, as have Douglas aud 
Breckenridge, 
his competitors for the 
great office of the Presidency: 
but the 
parties which confronted each other then 
confront each other now, unchanged in 
purpose, In temper and rn charas ter. 
The Democratic party was ruled then as 
now, by the bomb. The single purpose of 
its being was to give political supremacy to 
me oligarchies of the tiouth and office, 
with the influence of their subservient 
Mon hem allies. In the pursuit of that 
end every great public interest wa9 sacri- 
aced, or disregarded, expending very little 
(or public improvements, either la the 
west or in lulaud rivers or lakes. 
In 1300 
me credit ol the nation was poor, Its tress* 
ury empty, its six per cent bonds below 
par, our unprotected manufactures con* 
tended at fearful disadvantage With the 
pauper labor of Europe, on whose work­ 
shops we depended for a large portion of 
me necessaries and comforts of life; our 
little navy was scattered over the four 
quarters of the globe; lf four millions of 
mr countrynen were in hopeless bondage.

Mr. Conkling, of New York— "There is 
objection, Mr. Chairman.” 
Mr Conkling then proceeded to say that 
the National Committee had prepared a 
roll, on which Louisiana was omitted, and 
the Territory of Utah Was also omitted; 
the resolution under which the call was 
made was based on that rule, and ne sub­ 
mitted tnat it was not competent to call it. 
The Chair said he was of the opinion 
that the roll adopted by the committee was 
the proper roll, but he could not hold that 
it was uot out of order to move that Utah 
be called. 
Conkling asked ll it was in order for him 
to move to add the titate of Louisiana. He 
did noi make that motion, out he under­ 
stood that the Convention was to abide by 
that roll. 
Mr. Frye declared It was agreed that 
Utah be put on the roll. [Great applause.] 
That the Secretary of the National Com­ 
mittee, standing by him, says he left out 
Utah by mistake. 
Mr. Conkling regretted that such a mis­ 
leading motion had been made; he would 
have made no objbelion 1! he had uuder- 
stood that what Mr. Frye had stated was 
correct. On a simple statement of Mr. 
Frye he would say that there would be a 
unanimous consent so far as he could con 
trol the matter. 
Mr. Frye explained that be had just 
learned before he made his speech, and not 
sooner, that the roll was incorrect, by Mr 
Keogh's mistake. 
The Chair then ruled that Utah shoulc 
be called, which was done. 
This little episode caused considerable 
sens.Hon, and there were many demon­ 
strations of applause. 
Upon the conclu­ 
sion of debate, the Chair referred to this 
fact, and requested that order bo presery- 
•d. 
A resolution was adopted that all con­ 
tests should bu referred to the Committee 
on Credentials without debate or recom­ 
mendation by the Convention. 
When 
Illinois was called, a contest was recorded 
in behalf of the ten congressional districts 
of that State by Henderson, a delegate to 
this Convention trom the titate of Illinois. 
General Logan, of Illinois, offered a res­ 
olution instructing the Committee on Tick­ 
ets to distribute among veteran soldiers 
500 tickets. J Applause ] 
General Logan 
spoke earnestly in behalf of the veterans, 
and said that he understood that the com­ 
mittee had refused this, a courtesy that had 
been accorded in every other Republican 
National Convention. There was manifest 
some evidence ot personal feeling. He 
said (hit none of them wished to cheer for 
any man. 
General Kilpatrick also spoke for the 
resolution, wnieh, being put to a vote, was 
declared carried. 
The Committee on Credentials, Rules, 
Business, Permanent 
Organization and 
Resolutions were assigned rooms and at 
once proceeded to transact business in the 
quarters adjoining the stage. 
Conkling obtaining the floor, said that 
one or two of these committees might re­ 
port this afternoon or evening, but at least 
one* tnat on credentials, would 
not 
be 
ready to report until to morrow morning. 
He suggested that the convenience of all 
members would be subserved,aod business 
be forwarded, bv adjourning ; he therefore 
moved tnat the Convention adjourn t o l l 
o’clock to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Frye, of Maine, remarked that this 
seemed to be the proper action, as nothing 
could be accomplished by an evening ses­ 
sion which woald not be done as well or 
better in the early hours of the morning 
Thereupon the chair put the question, 
and the Convention adjourned for the day.
